Mr. Ntibantunganya has recommended the following 
fundamental principles to the new government minis- 
ters: cohesion and professional solidarity of the govern- 
ment team; the imperative necessity to put the profes- 
sional relations under the three-fold sign of 
transparency, equity and collegiality; the fair manage- 
ment of competencies and available careers, as well as 
other resources of the country:; and importance of the 
implementing and follow-up of measures and decisions 
taken in appropriate contexts by the state institutions.

Leonard Nyangoma would be expelled because Zairian 
authorities considered “inadmissible” the prospect of a 
revolt against Burundi being organised from inside 
Zaire, Mbonimpa told state radio here. 


A former interior minister and ex-member of the Front 
for Democracy in Burundi (Frodebu), Nyangoma fled 
into exile after the party last September agreed to share 
power with the Tutsi opposition in a government of 
national unity. 


Nyangoma later formed the Front for the Defence of 
Democracy (FDD), whose members the Burundian army 
accuses of regularly launching raids against its positions 
from bases inside Zaire. 


The former minister’s forces are also suspected of coop- 
erating with the Interahamwe, the Hutu extremist mili- 
tias blamed for the bulk of ethnic massacres last year in 
Rwanda that claimed at least 500,000 lives. 


There was no immediate reaction to the radio report 
from Zairian authorities. 


Rwanda and Burundi, which border each other, have the 
same tribal make-up, and there are fears that Hutu-Tutsi 
tensions in Burundi could spill over into widespread carnage.

Ali Mahdi Urges ‘Just Political Solution’

Mohamed of the Somali Republic, who is also the 
chairman of the Somali Salvation Alliance, has congrat- 
ulated the Somali people and all Muslims on the occa- 
sion of the end of Ramadan. Speaking through the mass 
media to the Somali people, the president said this is the 
fifth Ramadan to be observed while there is civil war and 
national destruction. [passage omitted] 


As the United Nations completes its operations in 
Somalia on 6 March, it is once again the national 
responsibility of the Somali peopie, particularly political, 
religious, and cultural leaders who, after seeing the real 
situation 11 Somalia, to seek a just political solution. 


The president said the political conflict which originated 
from the desire for the presidency, and which brought 
about the five-year-old civil war, could be resolved by 
holding a broad-based national conference which will 
form a government to serve the people, and restore the 
dignity of our nationhood. The responsibility for holding 
a national conference is the collective duty of Somali 
leaders such as tribal chiefs, religious leaders, political 
leaders, intellectuals, officers, youth and women, as well 
as other sections of society. Now is the right time to carry 
out this national obligation, the president added. 


Somali politicians and their supporters have no right to 
set conditions, such as claims to the presidency, in the 
way of a Somali solution. This could not be tolerated. 
The president said the Somali people should be left to 
elect a person of their choice, and this person should 
serve them well, and should be supported by all. In order 
to succeed in holding a fruitful national conference, the 
civil wars raging in some parts of the country, such as 
Hiiraan [central Somalia], Waqooyi-Galbeed [Somali- 
land}, and Shabeellaha Hoose [southern Somalia], must 
be brought to an end, and the captured areas must be 
returned to their rightful inhabitants. 


The president briefed the people on the peace agreement 
reached between General Aidid and himself on 20 Feb- 
ruary, and which contains nine points. He said he is sure 
the people are satisfied with the essence of the agree- 
ment, as it deals with issues hampering efforts toward 
peace and reconciliation. He said the agreement does not 
infringe on the responsibilities of Somali national orga- 
nizations. The points worth mentioning in the agreement 
are that the presidency should not be sought through 
tribalism or war, but through democratic elections. The 
agreement also stipulates that an elected president 
should receive full cooperation from others. 


The president said that if implemented, the agreement will 
play a large role in reconciling the Somali people. He said 
he hopes it will be seen in this way. The president also 
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referred to the committees appointed recently to run the 
port and airport. He said the decision to establish the 
committees was arrived at after realizing the importance of 
the centers, whether for trade or humanitarian aid, and 
after taking into account the suggestions of the leaders of 
the two sides. Support for the decision and encouragement 
for the administrative committees resulted from taking 
Somali interests to heart, and this could be the key to the 
revival of the country’s administration. 


The president once again reminded the Somali people 
that the world is tired of us and has abandoned us. He 
said Somalia has been left to the Somalis, and this is a big 
challenge. 


In conclusion, the president appealed to the world for 
humanitarian assistance, since 30 percent of the Somali 
people are faced with hunger because relief agencies have 
stopped their assistance, and there is an outbreak of 
cholera which is causing an increasing number of deaths. 
The president appealed to the United Nations, the OAU, 
the Arab League, the Organization of the Islamic Con- 
ference, major governments, and relief agencies to pro- 
vide Somalis with medicine and supplies to fight starva- 
tion and cholera. 


Renewed Clan Fighting; Ali Mahdi Reaction

Hours after UN and US troops pulled out of Mogadishu, 
Somalia’s rival militias resumed fighting, raising fears of 
a return to the lawlessness which prompted international 
intervention in the country two years ago. 


Somalia’s self-styled interim president Ali Mahdi 
Mohamed confirmed the fighting and slammed the 
United Nations for leaving the country without first 
securing national reconciliation. Ali Mahdi, who in 1991 
was designated president for two years, said that there 
had been “intermittent clashes” lasting over a period of 
six hours at the city airport between his supporters and 
those of rival Somali warlord Mohamed Farah Aidid. 


AFP correspondents also witnessed the clashes between 
rival militiamen driving around in heavily-armoured 
“*technicals.” 


“I cannot be happy about the departure of the UN,” Ali 
Mahdi said. “The international community has done a 
great deal of good job in this country ... unfortunately it 
is leaving without completing certain major tasks,” 
notably “national reconciliation” and the “formation of 
a national government.” 


Asked about a peace agreement, signed with Aidid, he 
added: “‘I signed it, I have faith in it, but it only covers a 
small aspect of the entire crisis... 
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“We are in the early stage of the agreement ...It is 
premature to say that it has failed or it is working.” 


Aidid, whose forces control much of southern Mogad- 
ishu and who was hunted with a price on his head by US 
and UN troops in 1993, on Friday hailed the final UN 
withdrawal from Mogadishu and pledged to prevent his 
country from sliding back into clan warfare despite the 
new outbreak of fighting between rival militias. 


“There will not be any more civil war,” Aidid told 
reporters at his home in souther, Mogadishu. “All the 
Somalis are ready for peace, tc rebuild their country 
peacefully,” he said. 


Aidid dismissed the fighting at the airport Friday saying 
it was militiamen discouraging looters from swarming 
into the airport and seaport compounds. He said he was 
glad foreign troops were out of the country but appealed 
for continued humanitarian assistance to prevent a 
return of the famine which killed hundreds of thousands 
of Somali’s before the UN mission arrived in late 1992. 


Fighting has ravaged Somalia both before and after the 
January 1991 overthrow of former dictator Mohamed 
Siad Barre, who died in exile in Nigeria in January. 


“We need the international community to assist Somali 
people to rebuild Somalia,” Aidid said Friday, pledging 
to ensure the security of aid workers in Mogadishu. 


The warlord did not mention reports by local residents 
accusing US troops of killing two people and injuring six 
others overnight in a flare-rocket attack on the capital. 
Some of the residents said US Marines fired flares from 
warships off the coast and others said the rockets were 
fired from helicopters that flew over the city Thursday. 
There was no independent confirmation of their 
accounts. 


Aidid said he planned to meet soon with Ali Mahdi to 
discuss the formation of a new government and added he 
was confident a joint committee set up between rival 
militia to control the airport and seaport “will work and 
will fulfill its responsibility.” 


Ali Mahdi insisted: ‘Nobody can claim exclusive control 
of an installation that is vital to the country.”’ Aidid said 
earlier that his forces currently controlled all of the 
airport and seaport. 


US troops first landed in Somalia in December 1992 on 
a highly-publicised mission to prevent the looting of aid 
being given to victims of a widespread famine. They 
were replaced by UN troops whose two-year mission 
ended Thursday.

Inkatha Freedom Party [IFP] on Sunday came up with a 
“compromise” settlement to the impasse over interna- 
tional mediation by opting to return to Parliament but 
threatening to boycott the constitution-writing process 
unless mediation was effected within a month. 


The IFP’s special conference in Ulundi criticised the 
African National Congress and National Party for their 
failure to abide by pre-April election agreements to 
international mediation. 


The IFP decided to draw a distinction between Pasiiament 
and the Constitutional Assembly. However, the IFP said: 
“Should proceedings for international mediation fail to 
materialise in a month’s time, conference instructs the 
National Council to order the withdrawal of all our mem- 
bers from the Constitutional Assembly structures”. 


“The IFP firmly believes that the future sustainability of 
a constitution depends on strict adherence to the princi- 
ples of national consensus, self-determination and 
democracy. Unless a cornprehensive constitutional set- 
tlemeni based on consensus and self-determination is 
expeditiously achieved, the final constitution produced 
by the Constitutional Assembly will not be considered 
legitimate,” the IFP said. The IFP said national con- 
sensus in the adoption of a constitution was the only 
guarantee for long term stability and peace in the 
country. 


The party resolved to set » motion the speedy writing 
and adoption of a consiitution for KwaZulu/Natal, 
ensuring the autonomy of the province. It further 
demanded the IFP-governed province of KwaZulu/Natal 
resist interference in its affairs and people. 


The progress of writing the provincial constitution 
would be reviewed at the IFP’s annual general confer- 
ence scheduled for July. 


While the party in its resolutions called for the restora- 
tion of the Kingdom of KwaZulu/Natal, it rejected Zulu 
King Goodwill Zwelithini’s “so called royal council”, 
showing the soured relationship between IFP President 
Mangosuthu Buthelezi and his nephew the monarch. 


“The propaganda in false statements against the IFP 
must cease at once, failing which the IFP will be com- 
pelled to defend its policies in all available forums,” the 
IFP resolved. 


On local government elections the party threw its weight 
behind the registration process and immediate prepara- 
tions for local government elections. 


Alluding to alleged central government interference in 
KwaZulu/Natal, the IFP directed Premier Frank Mdla- 
lose to ensure a!' reconstruction and development 
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funding in the province be channelled and directed 
through the provincial legislature. 


Rejects ‘Truth Commission’

establishment of the Truth and Reconciliation Commis- 
sion, calling it a politically motivated witch hunt of the 
African National Congress-led government’s opponents. 
The IFP’s special conference in Ulundi resolved: “‘No 
man-made quasi political process can ever produce the 
‘truth’, to the extent that even the hearing of the truth 
commission is a blasphemy.” 


The IFP proposed as a substitute a “politically neutral 
and judicially fair process” of establishing the truth. It 
also suggested the government devote attention to com- 
pensating all violence victims. 


Earlier IFP President Mangosuthu Buthelezi compared 
the truth commission to the McCarthy Commission 
conducted in the United States of America in the 1950s. 
Mr Buthelezi said the commission would be driven 
exclusively by the confessions of those who wanted to 
escape jail sentences and accept monetary rewards. The 
commission would be so bad, he said, that the McCarthy 
Commission would look like a “pale example of political 
tolerance”. Mr Buthelezi alleged ANC members wanted 
to fabricate stories to the commission to the effect that 
he was involved in violence. “I repeat that I have never 
in my entire life ordered the killing or murder of a single 
person,” he said.

Gentlemen, good evening, welcome. The decision has 
been taken.

[Meyer] Let me first of all say, Tim, we welcome the fact 
that the IFP has decided to come back to Parliament to 
participate in the government of national unity and of 
course also in the work of the Constitutional Assembly. 
As far as the National Party is concerned, we’ve always 
taken the view that we should attend to the question of 
international mediation, that we should find agreement 
on the terms of reference and if necessary to continue 
with the process of international mediation thereafter, 
but first of all we have to look into the terms of reference 
because it’s very important that before we get interna- 
tional mediators here we decide what ihe terms of 
reference should be. Otherwise, we can create the sume 
kind of embarrassment that we had last year this time, 
more or less. 


{[Modise] Well, the past two weeks obviously those terms 
of reference have not been worked out yet, so we have 
that 30-day deadline. Mr. Mac Maharaj, how is it going 
to be met? 


[Maharaj] Well, Tim, iet me say on behalf of the African 
National Congress that we welcome the decision taken 
by the IFP to return to Parliament. It wes a disastrous 
move to walk out of Parliament. Parliament is the place 
in a democracy to argue your ideas, pursue your interests 
and try and (?prevail) by discussion, debate and rational 
argument. I think that the walkout was in danger of 
placing the IFP in a position where they marginalize 
themselves in South African politics, so we welcome 
their return. 


With regards to the international mediation question— 
clearly, we are committed to such mediation. We have 
given such an undertaking. We have no intention to 
renege on that, provided that we understand what are the 
preparatory steps to make such mediation successful. 
Mediation is supposed to facilitate the parties who are 
disagreeing, to come to a common understanding, and 
for that we need clear terms of reference. The whole 
question of terms of reference was a matter of serious 
argument and discussion between the three parties and it 
led to nowhere, but it did lead to certain results—mainly 
that the Constitution was amended in Clauses 160 and 
155 to accommodate their views, and I believe that 
many of the issues that the IFP has been raising publicly 
are issues which they are perfectly competent to address.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] [Quist-Arcton] Members of Par- 
liament from the Inkatha Freedom Party [IFP] should 
once again be taking their place in the House after a 
two-week boycott called by their leader, Chief Mangosuthu 
Buthelezi. The decision to return to Parliament was taken 
this weekend at an IFP special congress at their headquar- 
ters in Ulundi which ended yesterday. The parliamentary 
walkout followed Chief Buthelezi’s accusations that the 
ANC had reeged on an agreement to allow international 
mediation on constitutional issues and regional autonomy 
for the IFP stronghold KwaZulu/Natal. The dispute has 
got a touch personal, with the chief accusing President 
Nelson Mandela of arrogance and aggression. On the line 
to Ulundi, I asked Chief Buthelezi whether Inkatha had 
made a humiliating climb down. 


[Buthelezi] I don’t understand in what sense it could be 
humiliation, because we hadn’t resigned. We hadn't 
threatened to resign, either. All that happeried is that we 
wanted to consult with our constituents vis-a-vis the 
issue of international mediation, because it was on the 
basis of ii that we went to Parliament in the first place, 
and we were in a blind alley now in view of the, you 
know, the gimmicks that the other people, the (?signato- 
ries), were indulging in. We wanted to consult with our 
constituents. 


{Quist-Arcton] You say a blind alley, you talk about 
gimmicks, you talk about consultation, but you are 
coming back to base one, aren’t you, because you are 
going back to parliament? What have you achieved? 


[Buthelezi] Well, I have achieved a lot. As a democrat, I 
have a clear way forward. The resolution of the confer- 
ence was that if in four weeks’ time there is nothing, then 
we will withdraw from the Constituent Assembly. | 
mean, that is a definite thing. 


{Quist-Arcton] So, what exactly what are you asking for 
now, Chief Buthelezi? Have you.... 


[Buthelezi, interrupting] It is well known that we agreed 
with Mr. Mandela and Mr. de Klerk that as soon as the 
elections were over, that there would be international 
meditation on the issue of the autonomy of the province, 
the override, the residual powers, (district) power and 
etc., fiscal and financial autonomy cf the province, etc. A 
number of things. 


[Quist-Arcton] People wiil say: But why doesn’t Chief 
Buthelezi put his money where his mouth is, and, if he is 
not happy, withdraw from the cabinet? 


[Buthelezi] They can go to hell. I am a democrat. I get my 
instructions from the people who elected me. The people 
who have elected me have spoken, and I will do as they say. 


{Quist-Arcton] Did you say they can go to hell? 


[Buthelezi] I mean those people that you are referring to 
who will say this and that about Buihelezi. I mean, |

don’t care for them. I mean, I care for my constituents 
who elected me to do what I am doing. 


[Quist-Arcton] But would you withdraw froni the cabinet? 


[Buthelezi] In fact, long ago I wanted to withdraw from 
the cabinet. I didn’t go to the cabinet because | wanted 
to. | am very uncomfortable in that cabinet. 


[Quist-Arcton] You seem to be a trifle uncomfortable 
also with President Mandela, who I believe you have 
accused.... 


{Buthelezi, interrupting] Mr. Mandela is a politician. 
Like myself, he is ro. God, you know. He is just a 
politician like myself. I may be in his cabinet, but I am a 
human being with the same dignity as he has. He has his 
opinions about things, you know. He called us cowards 
last week. I have every right to react to that. 


{Quist-Arcton] You have accused him of arrogance and 
aggression.

Mbeki phoned me from Washington on Friday and said 
that he was pleading with the congress not to take any 
rush step until he comes back. So, we have given them 
that time. 


[Quist-Arcton] Do you see any way out? Are you going to 
be able to agree, all of you? 


[Buthelezi] How can I know that beforehand? 
[Quist-Arcton}] Are you confident? Are you optimistic? 


{Buthelezi] I don’t know, really. I don’t know. I mean, I 
have waited for 10 months for this thing to be imple- 
mented, based on a solemn agreement. I don’t see how 
optimistic I can be.

“Buthelezi’s boycott” (Cape Times February 23) which

It furthermore trivialises a matter of grave national 
importance, and indeed honour, in suggesting that the 
issue could be resolved, in part ir Parliament's lobbies 
and coffee rooms. 


It is disingenuous to suggest that the ANC and NP 
[National Party] have “not reneged”’ on the agreement 
and that all that is required is ag:e. nent on the terms of 
reference. These are precisely the tactics the ANC and 
the NP have used to block the mediation. 


Agreement on the terms of reference was in fact reached 
and it was on the basis of that document, “Consolidated 
Terms of Reference for International Mediation” (sent 
to Dr Henry Kissinger, Lord Peter Carrington et al 
before their departure for South Africa) that the media- 
tors arrived. 


After they had deposited their bags at the Carlton Hotel 
in Johannesburg, the ANC’s Mr Cyril Ramaphosa and 
the NP’s Mr Roelf Meyer attempted to renegotiate this 
agreement, de novo, which led to the collapse of the 
mediation at that time. 


The question asked by the Cape Times: “What precisely 
should be on the agenda for the mediators to consider?” 
is a matter of public record. 


The issues are as follows: 


—The extent of the powers to be given to the provinces, 
with specific reference to central government over- 
rides, exclusivity, residual powers, judicial functions, 
entrenchment and integrity of provincial autonomy, 
Provincial civil service and police, ani jurisdiction 
over local government: 


—Fiscal and financial autonomy of the Provinces; 


—Preservation of Provincial autonomy during future 
st-3es of constitutional development; 


—Autonomy of the constitution making process at pro- 
vincial level; 


—The adjudicaiory role of the Constitutional Court with 
regard to national and provincial constitution making; 


—Procedure for constitutional amendments and future 
stages of constitutional developments with specific 
reference to the entrenchment of fundamental human 
rights, constitutional guarantees and provincial 
autonomy; 


—Process of rationalisation and empowerment of the 
new provincial governments, with specific reference to 
certainty in the transfer of existing functions and 
assets of the new provinces; 


—Citizenship and residence requirements for active and 
passive electoral rights; 
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—The issue of the restoration of the Kingdom of KwaZulu 
and the institution, role, authority and status of a tradi- 
tional monarch in the Province of KwaZulu/Natal; and 
of Amakhosi (the traditional leaders) who have been the 
pillars of that Kingdom from its inception. 


The institution of the monarchy is not merely the 
incumbent of that institution, just the king. It is the king 
and various sections of that institution. 


This position is unique in South Africa comparable to a 
certain extent to the Kingdom of Buganda in Uganda 
and of the Lozi in Zambia. Both the NP and ANC tell us 
that they accept that KwaZulu/Natal is a monarchy. No 
other province is like that. 


Given the gravity of these issues which the ANC and the 
NP appear to be determined to prevaricate upon, the 
action now forced on the Inkatha Freedom Party was 
certainly not one of “political grandstanding” o: indeed 
a “classic demonstration of Buthelezi brinkmanship”. 


The Cape Times seems to have forgotten that it was 
precisely because of the Agreement of Reconciliation 
and Peace that the IFP [Inkatha Freedom Party] was 
enabled by its constituency to enter last April’s elections.

Mr Buthelezi also pointed out that President 
Nelson Mandela had indicated that his door was not 
closed to international mediation, at a meeting last week 
Friday, featuring the president, Mr Buthelezi and 
Deputy President F W de Klerk. 


Politics was « game of moral high grounds and the party 
should not play into the hands of a hostile media ready to 
find fault with it, Mr Buthelezi said. But, the media 
never found fault with President Mandela’s failure to 
honour the agreement on international mediation, he 
added. 


The IFP would review its further participation in the 
GNU at its annual conference in July. In the interim, he

President, Mbeki Face Dilemma Over W. 
Mandela

landed the Government of National Unity [GNU] and the 
ANC with a dilemma that could haunt them for decades.

Government sources said both leaders had been briefed 
on the police investigation into Mandela’s affairs before 
she left on her trip to west Africa. Both had agreed that 
something had to give. 
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At best, she will be suspended pending the outcome of the 
inquiry. At worst, she will be dismissed and left to the law. 


The sources said persistent suggestions that Mbeki 
backed the deputy minister because they supported each 
other within the ANC’s structures were “exaggerated”. 
However, they conceded that the president and Mbeki 
had subtly different approaches to the dilemma. 


Mandela, the international statesman whose personal 
and political conduct is above all reproach, does not 
want his government tainted in the eyes of the interna- 
tional diplomatic and financial community. The 
slightest hint that the president is less than prepared to 
take action against corruption will do South Africa 
immense harm on the ultra-competitive global stage. 


Mbeki, deputy president of the ANC and Mandela’s 
likely successor as both president and ANC leader, will 
share Mandela’s concerns about international percep- 
tions of the GNU. But Mbeki will have an eye on the 
future and will have to be careful to ensure he is not 
laying the foundations of his own demise. 


One source said Mbeki had to keep in mind the ANC’s and 
therefore his own support base. If he alienates Mandela and 
in doing so alienates the township youth who are reputed to 
support the deputy minister, he could well be laying a trap 
for himself that will later close in on him. 


If the GNU fails to deliver on its Reconstruction and 
Development Programme and if the political opportu- 
nity is such that a “second liberation” gains momen- 
tum—with Mrs Mandela possibly at its head—Mbeki’s 
future government would be in trouble. 


More immediately, the two leaders are going to have to 
act with certainty and speed. One source said that if the 
allegations against Mandela proved to be less serious 
than previously thought—and there is no indication that 
this is the case—she would at least face accusations of 
impropriety and of attempting to use her position in the 
GNU to further her own ends. That in itself would be 
cause for suspension and dismissal. 


The two leaders may also decide they have to consult 
with the deputy minister before coming to a decision. If 
that is the case, a decision may only be made next week. 


Meanwhile, Mandela’s ministerial office in Cape Town 
has been inundated with messages of support for the 
deputy minister, her spokesman Alan Reynolds said. 
One message of support had even come from a firm of 
Afrikaans-speaking attorneys who said in a faxed state- 
ment they shared her shock at the police action. 


““We’re back in the Brandfort days,” Reynolds said in a 
reference to Mandela’s long banishment. 


Populist Faction Hurt by Charges

A senior ANC source yesterday termed the events the 
culmination of a strategy to purge the party of its 
populist clique. 


The source said the president had probably received 
information from police and ANC intelligence sources 
before the party’s national congress in December last 
year about growing levels of corruption within the “pop- 
ulist faction” of his party and the use of dubious funding 
to bolster a support base for the group. 


Mandela countv-red by trying to issue a list of candidates 
for the national executive committee which would have 
excluded some of this clique from the election. But his 
move backfired; it was seen as undemocratic by rank- 
and-file delegates, prompting a reaction that gave the 
militants more support than they would have had under 
different circumstances. 


Academics and party sources have pointed out that the 
Crisis precipitated by the raid also puts deputy president 
Thabo Mbeki in a difficult position. While he is usually 
associated with the more conservative wing of the party, 
he has at crucial times relied on the support of Winnie 
Mandela and some of her more militant associates, who 
include ANC MPs Peter Mokaba and Bantu Holomisa. 


Specifically, the ANC Youth League, when under Mok- 
aba, backed Mbeki in his ascendancy over ANC secre- 
tary general Cyril Ramaphosa, Mbeki’s main rival as 
Mandela’s successor. 


Mbeki has been reported on several occasions to have 
intervened with the president on behalf of his estranged 
wife. When Mandela wanted to fire her after her criti- 
cism of the government at a policeman’s funeral last 
month, it was Mbeki who intervened. Again, when she 
left for West Africa last week in defiance of the presi- 
dent, the matter was delegated to Mbeki to deal with. 


A spokesman for the president confirmed yesterday the 
matter was still in the hands of Mbeki, who would deal 
with it on his return on Saturday from overseas. 


Mbeki’s spokesman, Rickie Naidoo, emphasised that 
corruption allegations were a matter for the police at 
final stage. Winnie Mandela’s trip to West Africa in 
defiance of the president’s orders was the government’s 
greatest concern. “This is an issue the government needs

to resolve as soon as possible. When Mbeki gets back to 
South Africa he will meet Nelson Mandela to discuss the 
issue.” 


According to political scientist David Welsh, “if Mbeki 
is seen to be protecting someone whose actions seem 
indefensible, it certainly will not do him any good. 


“The succession race is far from decided; there is many 
a slip between the cup and the lip.” 


The ANC source said Winnie Mandela’s traditional 
sources of support within the organisation were now in a 
shambles. 


He said the ANC Women’s League [ANCWL] was in 
disarray in the wake of the resignation of 11 executive 
members protesting Winnie’s ““Road to Freedom” busi- 
ness partnership with Egyptian actor Omar Sharif. 
Although ANCWL regions have come out in support of 
Winnie, these were weak and constituted only a few 
individuals in each area. 


The ANC Youth League [ANCYL]}—whose representa- 
tive Lulu Johnson this week condemned the police raid 
and expressed support for Winnie Mandela—is now a 
“hollow shell’’, he said. It has been further weakened by 
the controversy surrounding former ANCYL president 
Peter Mokaba’s National Tourism Forum. 


At the time of the elections, and even during the ANC’s 
congress in December last year, the youth league was 
considered a powerful lobby, but it is now clear that it 
has no substantial organisational support. 


He said much of Winnie Mandela’s populist support was 
underpinned by a patronage network that depended on 
her ability to disburse discretionary funds of the type 
provided by Pakistan Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto. 
Without these funds, this network of supporters is likely 
to wither. 


Mbeki’s role will be crucial in determining which way the 
pendulum swings. His line is known to have been that 
populists should be kept ii: the fold until their constitu- 
encies are won over. This is clearly a line that serves his 
own interests as well as the party’s. It gives his tradi- 
tional allies some breathing space and allows him to call 
in favours when needed. But signs are that Mbeki is 
running out of space to use this tactic. 


The A NC source said the balance of forces is unclear. In 
the abse.ce of charismatic militant leaders like the late 
Chris Hani and strong structures within the “tripartite 
alliance” (the ANC, the South African Communist Party 
and COSATU [Congress of South African Trade 
Unions)), there is space for demagogy at a time when the 
Government of National Unity is promoting restraint 
and urging people to pay rent and services charges so that 
it can get on with the business of reconstruction. 


“There is space for a populist highlighting of grievances 
by a hungry black elite that has its own personal agenda.” 
The most vociferous support of this nature is likely to 
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come from disadvantaged communities—such as the 
Phola Park squatter settlement—where Winnie Man- 
dela’s NGO [nongovernmental organization] the Coor- 
dinated Anti-Poverty Programme (Capp) disbursed 
funds. 


Mandela Warns SANCO Against Causing Chaos

The South African National Civic Organisation 
[SANCO] would face tough action from the government 
if it continued to cause chaos and anarchy in rural areas, 
President Nelson Mandela warned on Saturday. 
Speaking at Nyandeni in the former Transkei, he said he 
intended to call a national conference of SANCO to 
“warn them for the last time”’. 


He said the Congress of Traditional Leaders of South 
Africa had given him a long list of “‘atrocities” com- 
mitted by SANCO against traditional leaders in the 
Eastern Cape. This included alleged assassinations, 
arson, and assault on chiefs, councillors and their fami- 
lies. “The list is endless,” he said. 


“I have been trying to beg everybody, to appeal to 
everybody to confine themselves within the law. We 
allow the right of protest, the right of people to demon- 
strate. I have been repeating this for the past nine 
months. I am now tired and I have decided to use force 
to stop people driving our country to chaos and anar- 
chy.” If SANCO members continued as they were doing, 
he would come down heavily on them. 


He was calling a national conference of SANCO because 
he wanted to warn them for the last time and to tell them 
to set right as many of the injustices they had done as 
possible. 


“I will not tolerate any further criminal action from 
them. Whether it is SANCO, the Communist Party of 
South Africa, COSATU (Congress of South African 
Trade Unions), or the ANC (African National Congress), 
or whether it is the chiefs, I will come down heavily on 
them without any hesitation because I must stop our 
country being reduced to chaos and anarchy.” 


President Mandela was speaking to about 300 people at a 
public meeting at the great place of Western Pondo Para- 
mount King Vulindlela Ndamase. The meeting followed 
closed talks with Chief Ndamase and his councillors. 


Earlier in the day, after a meeting with Rharhabe King 
Zanesizwe Sandile in the Ciskei, he warned that the 
entire Reconstruction and Development Programme 
could be paralysed if people in rural areas did not vote in 
the local government election in October this year.

IFP Walkout ‘Grandstanding’—Cape Town CAPE 
TIMES in English on 23 February in its page 8 editorial 
states: “The Inkatha Freedom Party’s [IFP] walk-out of 
the National Assembly is an essay in political grand- 
standing, timed to coincide with the presence in Cape 
Town of the international media attending the opening 
debate of Parliament.” Calling the walkout a “classic” 
demonstration of IFP Chairman Buthelezi’s “brinkman- 
ship,” the editorial says the ANC and National Party 
have not reneged on an agreement for international 
mediation—which the IFP cited in explaining its 
walkout. The editorial concludes: ‘‘Parliament, its 
standing committees and its informal contacts in the 
lobbies and coffee rooms provides the appropriate forum 
for resolving such questions in a democracy. A mass 
walk-out is a headline-catching gesture, no doubt, but it 
is destructive of efforts to build a culture of tolerance 
and negotiation in place of resort to violence.” 


Warning From Barings—Referring to the collapse of 
Great Britain’s Barings Bank, the same newspaper in its 
page 8 editorial on | March says: “It is of particular 
importance that South African financial institutions 
should take timely and appropriate action. The country’s 
financial markets would not find it easy to shrug off a 
Barings-style collapse of one of its own most prestigious 
institutions.

Provincial Financing Causes Problems—The conflict 
inherent between a central government and regional 
governments over financing in a democracy is exacer- 
bated in South Africa by the lack of fully operational 
government structures to deal with the conflict, says a 
page 14 editorial on 3 March in Johannesburg BUSI- 
NESS DAY in English. On this issue the ANC, IFP, and 
National Party regional governments agree: “Most com- 
plain about the inadequacy of powers and, even more 
pointedly, about the allocation of funds from central 
government.” Allocations have been based primarily on 
demographic patterns and immediate service needs, 
which effectively channels more funding to poorer 
regions at the expense of better-off provinces. “Central 
government appears to have approached these formula- 
tions rather mechanically. But it is for central govern- 
ment a political tightrope walk to decide between 
financing the immediate needs of poor regions and 
developing wealthier ones, which are more likely to 
foster national growth.” The editorial concludes: “Ulti- 
mately, provinces need greater powers to tax and spend. 
Only that way will basic concepts like accountability 
come into operation. The catch is that those powers 
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cannot be transferred by the centre to regions until the 
regions demonstrate the capacity to exercise adequately 
the rights and responsibilities they bring. Though there 
will be continual complaints from the regions at the slow 
pace of transfer of powers, excessive haste will invite a 
new round of the inefficiency and corruption that char- 
acterised previous homeland and some provincial 
administrations.”

Police Appointments—The Johannesburg SUNDAY 
TIMES in English on 5 March comments on the recent 
appointment of provincial police commissioners in its 
editorial on page 20. The editorial notes that six of the 
nine appointees were “drawn from the white-dominated 
ranks of apartheid’s police,” but goes on to say “their 
appointment has been entirely proper in terms of the 
affirmative action guidelines laid down by the govern- 
ment and explicitly endorsed by President Nelson Man- 
dela. They are experienced, they can do the job, and their 
decision to remain in the police force suggests they are 
ready to behave as professional policemen. Their past 
does not disqualify them. They are, as things stand, the 
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best men for the job.” “Nothing can be done,” the 
editorial continues, “about the dominance of the top 
ranks by white officers, but the sensible deployment of 
policemen at lower ranks can give recognition to the fact 
that most South African police are black and help to 
establish better relationships between police and com- 
munity....[National Police] Commissioner Fivaz has 
made a creditable start, and the appointment of the new 
provincial commissioners is an acceptable compromise. 
The deserve public support, and should get it.”

‘Massive Task’ Facing Police Commissioner—‘“The new 
commissioner of the South African Police Service 
George Fivaz is faced with the massive task of rejuve- 
nating the force,” begins a page 18 editorial in the 
Johannesburg RAPPORT in Afrikaans on 5 March. “It 
is his task to make the men in blue acceptable to the 
entire population as servants of justice, defenders of 
law-abiding citizens, and fighters of crime....A call 
should be made to involve all peace-loving citizens in an 
effort to change the culture of violence in this country. 
This is a huge task. Despite efforts to change the image of 
the force, certain political leaders and their supporters 
are still leveling accusations of racism and brutality 
against police. The reaction to police action against Mrs. 
Winnie Mandela this week unleashed severe criticism 
against the police force. In the past it was emphasized 
that the police were agents of an illegitimate government. 
This objection fell away on 27 April 1994. However, 
attacks on policemen increased. The wave of crime and 
violence has also increased to such an extent that up to 
50 murders are investigated daily....Few police forces 
worldwide, including some from successful countries, 
have been able to present themselves as community- 
friendly, and they do not even have to contend with 
social problems and cultural diversity on the scale 
affecting South Africa....In the British SPECTATOR a 
South African correspondent writes: ‘The (South 
African) police are even more pathetic than before and 
crime is out of control. Nobody feels safe.’...While we 
wish Commissioner Fivaz the best of luck, a small 
warning would be in order: While he is concerned with 
changing the image of the police service, urgent steps 
must be taken to maintain law and order.” 
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
